The Scribes, who were interpreters of thelawe,

obſerued moſt ſtrily : andfor that purpoſe ( as at 
all other times, fo eſpecially at theſe ) they neither 
rooke much eaſe,nor catemuch meate,but day and 
night applied themſelucs wholy to prayer.
